Laird Reviews War 


SAIGON (AP) — Defense Sec­ 
retary Melvin Laird began his 
assessment of the Viet Cong of­ 
fensive in an all-day round of 
conferences with U.S. officials 
in Vietnam. 
Laird met all morning with 
Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker 
and Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, 
the top U.S. commander, at 
Abrams* 
headquarters.

Pressed by newsmen as to 
what such a response might be 
and if it might include resump­ 
tion of the bombing of North 
Vietnam, Laird said that was 
not the time or place to go into 
details. 
The Viet Cong’s spring o ffend 
sive was in its 13th day today, 
and allied spokesmen reported 
30 military bases shelled during 
the night and a m ortar attack 
on a provincial capital in the 
Central Highlands. Saigon was 
spared. U.S. and South Viet­ 
namese troops reported 217 of 
the enemy killed in ground and 
air operations Thursday. 
As Laird conferred, 
V i c e 
President Nguyen Cao Ky re­ 
turned from the Paris peace 
talks and said he believes retali­ 
ation for the enemy rocket at­ 
tacks on Saigon would be “ ap­ 
propriate.” Asked if this includ­ 
ed bombing North Vietnam, Ky 
replied, “ Yes.**

Proxmire Says Nixon Wont 
Make Hard Inflation Fight 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
William Proxmire declared to­ 
day the Nixon administration is 
trying to fight inflation with an 
empty policy and has shirked 
“the tough, unpopular presiden­ 
tial duty to nail inflationary 
wage demands and price in­ 
creases in their tracks.” 
The Wisconsin Democrat spe­ 
cifically criticized the adminis­ 
tration for not taking action to 
roll back an announced oil in­ 
dustry price increase which he 
said “ may cost American con­ 
sumers a billion dollars.” 
Proxmire, who is vice chair­ 
man of the Senate-House Eco­ 
nomic Committee, said hearings 
before the group have revealed 
that the administration seeks to 
contain inflation “with neutral 
fiscal and monetary policies and 
gentle generalizations.” 
This means, he said, that 
there will be little or no budget 
surplus in the year ahead and 
no cutback in the growth of 
money and credit. 
Proxmire commented in a 
statement after the committee 
wound up nearly three weeks of 
hearings on the state of the 
economy. 
During final testimony Thurs 
day, a spokesman for the Na 
tional Association of Manufac 
turers complained that the ad­ 
ministration has not convinced 
business 
and 
consumers 
it 
means business in curbing infla 
tion. The .Chamber of Com­

“cautious,

Proxmire said a New York 
speech Wednesday by Chairman 
Paul McCracken of the Council 
of Economic Advisers, which 
urged price and wage restraint 
was “far too little and it may be 
much too late.”

SPACE

Houston 
(AP) — Expertly guiding their 
fragile lunar module, astronauts 
Jam es A. MeDivitt and Russell 
L. Sehweickart today stalked 
the Apollo 9. command 
ship 
across tile heavens, aiming for 
a linkup vital to U.S. moon-land­ 
ing plans. 
They started the hazardous 
rendevous mission at 7:40 a.in. 
EST when they disengaged the 
lunar module, or LEM, from 
Apollo 9 after a brief hangup 
when the docking mechanism 
didn’t unlatch immediately. 
They flew more than IOO miles 
away and then began the chase. 
They were to link up in mid-aft­ 
ernoon after a separation of 
nearly seven hours. 
Air Force Col. David R. Scott 
was left alone in the command 
module ready to speed to the 
rescue if something went wrong 
with the LEM. 
The two vehicles maneuvered 
close by initially, because, for 
the first time, men were orbit­ 
ing the earth in a ship that can’t 
get them home. The LEM was 
built to operate in space and on 
the moon but cannot re-entor 
the earth’s atmosphere. 
So it was 
mandatory that 
MeDivitt and Sehweickart re­ 
turn to the command module to 
get home. 
After making certain all sys­ 
tems were working, MeDivitt 
and Sehweickart took off, firing 
a series of jet bursts that placed 
them in a 156-mile high orbit, IO 
miles above Scott’s command 
module. 
At the higher altitude, tile 
LEM took longer to make a cir­ 
cuit of the earth and gradually 
fell behind, reaching maximum 
trailing distance of 113 miles 
about 11:37 a.m. 
Shortly before that, the two 
pilots fired tho LEM descent en­ 
gine—the one designed to land 
the craft on the moon—for the 
last time and then shed the low­ 
er half of the vehicle, including 
the spindly landing legs. 
This reduced the weight of the 
LEM from about 30,000 to 9,000 
pounds. 
At the same time they briefly 
fired the ascent stage engine, 
the rocket designed to lift men 
off the moon. 
“The 
staging 
went 
okay,” 
MeDivitt reported. 
The resulting orbital path was 
IO miles below that of Scott and 
the LEM started to catch up, 
flashing through space in hot 
pursuit of its quarry. 
The gap between hunter and 
hunted narrowed gradually as 
MeDivitt and Sehweickart exe­ 
cuted 
maneuvers 
similar 
to 
those that astronauts will have 
to make 
in 
launching 
them­ 
selves from the moon.

The Soviet protest demanded

Antioch May 
Still Lose 
Federal Aid

(AP) — Antioch College Presi­ 
dent James P. Dixon is expect­ 
ed to reply soon to a federal 
government threat to cut off 
financial aid because of an al­ 
leged case of segregation in re­ 
verse. 
School officials said Thursday 
Dixon is studying a federal or­ 
der to desegregate Antioch’s 
Black Studies Institute. 
The Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare ordered 
Antioch to stop limiting admis­ 
sion to the institute on the basis 
of race, and gave it 120 days 
to- comply with the directive or 
face the loss of federal funds— 
about $1.5 million.

Dixon has said the institute is

ALTHOUGH Jesus frequently 
talked about heaven, the life to 
come, angels, spiritual values 
and the virtue of sacrifice, He 
was not a mystic or philosopher 
who knew little of the practical 
problems of life. The fact is 
that Christ talked constantly 
about life’s problems, but in the 
light of eternal truths. He lived 
among men, neither isolating 
Himself nor confining His fel­ 
lowship to a select group whose 
thoughts were identical to His. 
Throughout his ministry He 
was confronted by various in­ 
dividuals and groups some of 
whom disagreed with Him, and 
others with great needs which 
only He could meet. 
The chapter opens with the 
Pharisees’ testing of Jesus as a 
teacher. They were endeavoring 
to get Him to commit Himself 
on the Law of Moses by asking 
for His views on divorce. His 
answer makes it clear that a 
marriage, o n c e formed, must 
not be arbitrarily broken; that 
there must be no easy way of 
divorce. 
In Mark 9 we found the Lord 
taking a child in His arms and 
telling the disciples that “Who­ 
soever shall receive one of such 
children in my name, receiveth 
me.” Despite this teaching the 
disciples later rebuked those 


wished to help him. Despite his 
wealth, and high social stand­ 
ing, he was willing to publicly 
kneel before this Galileen car­ 
penter and ask Him about that 
which had eluded him for so 
long, eternal life. 
Jesus was perfectly aware of 
what this man-who-had-every- 
thing wanted, but He was ob­ 
viously unsure of how desper­ 
ately he wanted it. And the 
Lord tested him, telling him to 
dispose of the one thing he felt 
he could not live without — his 
wealth. Jesus was not implying 
that all who would follow Him 
should dispose of whatever they 
owned, for eternal life cannot 
be obtained by giving up any­ 
thing — or everything — on this 
earth. Nor can it be obtained by 
putting one’s hope and trust in 
any worldly thing, whether it 
be material, a person or an 
ideal. 
Jesus urged all men to lay up 
treasures in heaven, but in the 
rich y o u n g ruler’s case, his 
treasures could be laid up in 
heaven only as his earthly 
treasures were laid down. The 
demand was too much for him 
and he went away unhappy. He 
wanted eternal life, but not at 
the expense of his earthly treas­ 
ure, social standing and stand­ 
ard of living. 
This young man went away

who brought children to Jesus 
“that He should touch them.’’ 
But Jesus demanded the child­ 
ren be brought to Him, remind­ 
ing the disciples again that the 
Kingdom of God belongs to such 
children and all who would en­ 
ter the Kingdom of God must 
do so as innocently and help­ 
lessly as little children. 
Christ’s interview with the 
rich young ruler is recorded in 
three of the Synoptic Gospels. 
This man was not satisfied with 
what he had. His possessions, 
his community standing, his 
moral power, his youth and 
health were not enough to meet 
the deepest need of his heart, 
and he knew it. What he sought 
was what all men in their bet­ 
ter moments have longed for 
down through all ages. He had 
heard the call of the infinite 
and yearned for eternal life. 1 
Respectfully, 
reverently he 
knelt before Jesus and asked if 
there was something he should 
do, some heroic task or suffer­ 
ing he should undertake to ob­ 
tain eternal life. 
After g e n t l y chiding the 
young ruler that none save God 
can be addressed as “Good,” 
Jesus questioned his obedience 
to certain of the Old Testament 
laws. The young man said he 
had obeyed them from childhood 
and Jesus, observing his earn­ 
estness, felt drawn to him and 
Batad on copyrighted outline! produced 
N ational Council o f Churches of Christ 


unhappy through his own choos­ 
ing. He could serve God only at 
the expense of his personal 
wealth. St. Thomas a Becket 
had no choice in the matter* 
Ordered by his king to serve 
God, he willingly disposed of all 
his worldly goods in order to do 
it rightly and well. 
The interview with the rich 
young ruler gave Jesus an op­ 
portunity to expand on the basic 
matter involved. It is impossible 
for one who trusts in riches to 
enter the Kingdom of God, for 
the false trust in earthly riches 
proscribes the true trust in 
God’s grace. Man, by himself, 
can do nothing toward his sal­ 
vation. The more our hope in 
ourselves dies—whether we are 
rich or poor—the more our hope 
in God and His g r a c e rises. 
Wealth does not limit God's 
power to save a man, but it 
makes it harder, as we have 
seen, for a man to yield him­ 
self, completely to God. 
When Peter mentioned that 
he and the other disciples had 
already done what the rich 
young ruler refused to do, Jesus 
replied 
that 
their 
sacrifices 
would be richly repaid, even in 
this world. And with eternal life 
in the next, where the humble, 
helpful servant of others will be 
recognized as the greatest while 
the great and prominent will be 
the most humble.

Most conglomerate are made 
up of substantial, well-developed 
companies with successful histo­ 
ries, mortared together by man­ 
agement, marketing awareness 
and various securities and bor­ 
rowings.

It is a large, rounded boulder 
made up of many smaller rocks 
that have been shaped, honed, 
rolled and ground together by 
the great glaciers, and some­ 
times called puddingstone. 
Curiosity about such compa­ 
nies is understandable, for they 
are a new phenomenon whose 
operating methods, goals and 
even results, good as they may 
appear on paper, are imperfect­ 
ly understood.

growth, 
among other things, that causes 
immediate concern. Last year 
all records for mergers were 
shattered. The magazine Merg­ 
ers & Acquisition counted more 
than 1,800 with a valuation of 
about $23 billion.

What are its 
consequences to m arket free­ 
dom and prices? Are these com­ 
panies healthy? 
Are healthy companies being 
merged into oblivion: Do con­ 
glomerates disclose enough of 
their internal activities so stock­ 
holders can make decisions?

sad condition. 
Difficult Answer 
The solution is a hard one. 
It entails stripping the paint 
down to the wood and doing 
an immediate repair job. Be 
sure 
to - mix 
the 
paint 
thoroughly, 
to 
follow

manufacturer’s directions and 
suggestions when repainting and 
to paint only on a thoroughly 
dry surface, if oil ‘base paint 
is used. Anything less won’t do. 
Then there’s the matter of 
cross grain cracking which may 
occur in an older house that 
has too many coats of paint 
on it already. The stiff thick 
layers of accumulated paint are 
not flexible enough 
to follow 
the

The best 
and frequently the only solution 
to this problem is to remove 
the paint completely down to 
the bare wood and then repaint.

NEW YORK (AP) - When an 
American sociologist and eco­ 
nomic specialist moved to Rome 
lfc years ago and settled down 
with his family in the Piazza 
Bologna neighborhood, he was 
surprised to learn that his real 
landlord was the Vatican. 
Gradually, he says, he also 
found that it owned the water 
company, gas company and the 
telephone company supplying 
his house with utilities. 
“It intrigued me,” says Nino 
Lo Bello, a one time University 
of Kansas faculty member and 
a veteran Euronean rorresonnd- 
ent for U.S. financial publica­ 
tions. 
As a result, he has spent 
much of the last decade digging 
into the monetary side of the 
Roman Catholic Church’s oper­ 
ating center, and in a new book 
issued bv Trident Press, “The 
Vatican Empire,” he concludes: 
“The Church is big business.” 
Not only is it *‘a religious, 
charitable and educational insti­ 
tution,” he says, but also “a 
nerve center for finance.” the 
“oldest and largest corporation 
in the world.” and the hub of “a 
tremendous financial empire. 
The full extent of those hold­ 
ings has long remained a ques­ 
tion mark, both among Church 
members as well as others 
since the Vatican has never giv­ 
en anv public accounting of its 
financial affairs. 


It is “the only sovereign state 
that never publishes a budget,” 
Lo Bello says. Most Catholic 
dioceses follow a similar policy, 
he notes, although demands that 
financial records be made pub­ 
lic have arisen in some places. 
In most other denominations, 
such information is regularly 
reported. 
Just what is the Vatican 
worth? 
“Nobody really knows,” he 
said in an interview. “Its hold­ 
ings are so vast, complex and 
intertwined with combinations 
and front corporations that no­ 
body can dig through the maze. 
Ifs purposely kept that way.” 
However, his findings offer a 
hefty slice of the picture, includ­ 
ing an estimate that the Vatican 
owns $5.6 billion in corporate 
stock on exchanges around the 
world, counting securities held 
through 
interlocking 
owner­ 
ships. 
It is “one of the world’s larg­ 
est shareholders,” he says. 
He also cites other figures 
putting its Italian stock holdings 
at $586.6 million. 
In addition, he also details 
Vatican ownership of various 
operating firms, most of them 
in Italv. including that country’s 
largest construction company, 
which in turn controls or has in­ 
terest in 50 other companies. 
Cash assets, he says, include 
at least two numbered Swiss 
bank accounts and $21.8 million 
in gold ingots with the U.S. Fed­ 


eral Reserve Board. 
Lo Bello, himself a Catholic 
and a native New Yorker, con­ 
fines his study to commercial 
holdings of the Vatican itself, 
and does not include its price­ 
less art treasures, nor proper­ 
ties held separately by the 
Church’s 
far-flung 
dioceses, 


some of them rich, and others 
grindingly poor. 
As for the Pope himself, he 
gets no salary, and owns vir­ 
tually nothing personally, giving 
up any property when he takes 
office. “Personally, he is a poor 


man,” Lo Bello remarked. 
To gather his data, and trace 
Vatican holdings through var­ 
ious names and groups, and into 
political affairs, Lo Bello says 
he had to rely chiefly on secular 
sources.

When asked if he favored low­ 
ering the voting age, Kerns 
said: 

But I 
would also love to see placing 
another constitutional amend­ 
ment asking the people of Ohio 
to change the legal age of adult­ 
hood to 19.” 
Kerns said he planned to spon­ 
sor such a constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
“I believe that if 19-year-olds 
vote, they should also face their 
creditors,” he explained. 
At present those under 21 are 
not liable for debts. 


In other Senate action Thurs­ 
day, a resolution was introduced 
to establish a Commission on 
Obscenity and Pornography to 
study and determine means of 
controlling the problem in Ohio.
